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The Committee on Education ha'® had the euh- 
jeot oommitterd' to them under careful Consider- 
ation, de'vbting -to it all the time they oould 
oommand from other pressing 'duties of the Con- 
ference, and Beg leave to report: 

Your Committee are fully con'7inoed,that the 
Church of Christ' should appropriate every re ans 
of elevating ma'n,not inconsistent with' the 
teachings of the Gospel, 'and that can 'be made to 
rerider efficient servicejand that a' body of' 
Christian ministers representing such a Church, 
and assembled for. the purpose of prayerfully 
and earnestly deliberating on its interests,, 
aiot -wisely in' scanning vary closely every means 
and agent in ‘the field, and' of direoting. the at- 
tention and liberality of the -Church to those 
that' can be made most directly and efflcienlfy 
subservient' to their great work. Such 'is Educa- 
tion. Your Committee would 'not unduly magnify 
its importance, nor ascribe to it as a means 
any rank or efH'cie'noy that does not in sober 
Christian judgement belong to it.I'tis value as 
a meanais not positive,but relativejit is as 
a hand maid, not as a' mistress, that its real va- 
lue .is seen. 'We well know that a living minis- 
try is not ‘only a heaven-appointed instrument- 
ality, but that also, to it has been assigned,'in 
the economy of heaven, the leadership o-f all in- 
strumentalities; and that therefore to this, 
under God,’we are to look for the 'conversion of 
the 'World. But such a ministry,in fulfilling 
its high vocation, should lead up every agent 
and every instrumentality -into the service, 
and work of saving man. Chief among these subor- 
dinate means stauids education. For no sectarian 
purpose have we established denominational in- 
stitutions. Our ministry, as the result" of our 
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admiftable itinaraoyjpapraeates all soci9ty,and 
can sufficiently teach the peculiar doctrines 
and usages of Methodism.lt is not for this 
end, but that we may make education what it 
should be, -the servant of Ghrist. We -would have 

- it' instruct the intellect in all science, but 

- we would ’pervade that science with the 'energy 
and vitality 'of a' Ghristian principle. We wo^d 

--lead the human' mind /on to discovery arid-invest- 
igation:we would give it the widest fialdand 
the largest liberty,but'we would 'baptise every 
discovery and evory'accession of intellectual • 
strength with a Ghristian baptism. We would" 
train 'intellect until all its powers are ds« 
vsloped,to its utmost oapacityjbut Wo would' ' 
at the'same time educate the moral powers that 
conscience may retain its suppemaoy,and intel- 
lect keep the place of ' subordination.God made 
intellect a subject, and conscience S 'ruler in 

- our natures.' Infidel education reverses this-or- 
der,and by' overthrowing the economy and' balance 
established by Heaveh^makes education a bitter 

- curse, like the 'plagues of SCTpt. Infidel educa- 
tion is’a Pandora’s box, full iof all evils. Ghris- 
tian education is a banquetting house; full of 

'abundant provision for spiritual sustenance. In 
•one case.. it fives’ to the huraanmind strength al- 
most satanio,and lets passion loose -without any 

- restraint to tq direct itjin the •.other, it 'car- 

- ries man 'forward' towards angelic Ability jand 

. nerves oohsoienoe with new' strength and author- 
ity to control it, and make it harmonize with 

- purity. In the hands of infidels 'education';is 

a potent weapoHipolisheti and pointed for the 
work of death; in the' hands of a redeemed church, 
a, weapon moulded and attempered ah .the fires of 
love, for effectual service against the spirit-" 
ual, enemies of’ man. , , • ' - ' / 

But we do not deem it necessary, before a " 
body .of'Ghristian ministers ,to' argue either 

_ bho’ necessity or importance of education ", or 
that it is tne duty of ths Ghuroh .to educate. 
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•Our allusion to it in this form is purely inci- 
dental* But -we do desire to fix this one thought 
that our success, in building-up our university 
must, for the present at least , depend upon the 
fir# stand. ,the heartiness, thaictiyity, and enter 
prise of the ministers of the Iowa Conference. 
Our whole history shows, that whenever these en- 
terprises have been successful, they have, been 
financially, and in their literary, departments, 
under the supervision of itinerant ministers, 
there may be layman, who could as successfully 
sell scholarships and obtain donations and be- 



quests as ministers. Of this , however,, we have , 
many doubts. The members, of o.iir church .ha\e been 
so long accustomed to the leadership of ,our min- 
isters, in building churches, establishing schools; 
indeedin every respect that' when laymen lia'veLin- 
dertaken these interests, they have not gener- 
ally succeeded. But however this may be, we arO' 
oom2_aned for the present to rely on the agen- 
cy oj?”mrnisters.To rely on that of layman, is 
simply to deceive ourselves, disappoint the hopes 
of the church, and frustrate our plans in .regard 
to education. Hitherto we have not been able to 
command, not to say the first, but even respect- 
able financial ability among laymen, for the mere 
living , salaries whi ,h we have been able to 
j)ay.rxFey can .gain a compensation for their la- 
bors several times greater than the amount of. 
_salary we .would . in any oirounstances be justi- 
fied in paying.And though they, like ministers, 
are bound to labor, and sacrifice for, Christ in 
advancing the interests of the Church, they have 
not yet, at least to tMs extent, practically ac- 
knowledged such obligations. 'Tjb supply ourselves | 
with such agents is. for the present theh,a.sim- , 
pie impossibility. . j 

Our only hope for the Iowa Wesleyan University 
is in the cordial, self denying, active. agencies i 
of ministers. /ind we are wholly, at a loss to see 
how this should, in the judgement of some, con- 
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fliot withthair holy calling, except that they 
cannot papform so large an amount of pastoral - . 
labor, as when in charge of circuits and stat- 
ions. That must be* a curious piety that cannot 
handle dollars and cents for the glory of 5od 
and the good of man, without being diminished 
or dostroyad.But as this is wholly untenable, 
the former- must be the ground of objection to 
clerical agencies. The fact of a diminution' of 
pastoral- labor may be admitted«But even in this, 
if their hearts are warm with love for 4}od and . 
souls, they may preach. as frequently, and exercise 
the pastoral office’ as extensively as the Presid- 
ing Elders do, generally; and they will employ lit- 
tle more time in secular business than the Pre- 
siding Elders do if they oversee all the' temp- 
oral interests of the Ohuroh in their own dist- 
ricts. Besides, this objection lays with' equal 
force against ministers raising by personal ef- 
fort. the money necessary to build ouh churches. 

It would abstract from thso time* that should be 
devoted to visiting their members. The General 
Confereuce, after many persevering efforts have ' 
been made' to establish , a different’ policy, has 
persisted in employing her leading ministers 
as book agents, editors, and financial a<?ents of 
the Missionary and American Bible Societies, 
■where they have much less opportunity for past- 
oral work than in the agency of colleges. The 
o1)jeotio.n to .employing ministers in college ag- 
encies stands equally arrayed against employing 
them as professors. ^d then these institutions, 
now proving themselves to be efficient aids in 
'the itinerancy, falling into the hands of those 
who were never imbued with its sslf-saorifioing 
philahthropio,alloompassing spirit,will most 
likely come to be more or lessaa*hgonistic to 
that itineraoy-and by their localizing ihfluences 
exerted up.on young men and' the Church, will hind- 
er instead of advance our peculiar work. No man 
ever fully comprehended our work, the .spring of 
that successwhicH God Has vouchsafed to us, or 




the machinery we employ, but one who knows our 
itinerant system in all that is peculiar to it; 
and the moulding institutions of our church ; a s- 
peoiiljy ' those that ‘are to give direction arid 
impulse to the youthful mind are safe in no oth 
er hands;This is no novel doctrine, but one sus- 
-tained by the highestauthority.lf the Church, in 
her highest ecclesiastical court has many 'times 
decide 



,that her -periodicals are safe instru- . 
-mentalities only when conducted by itinerant 
ministers, anS,if in all our history only a sing- 
le exairaple,that of the lamented Dr»Bond,has been 
furmished to the contrary, we surely have numer- 
ous and' safe precedents in employing ministers 
in connection with the University.lt is not from 
any Want of confidence in the integrity and zeal 
of. our brethren that this conclusion is reached, 
but simply that only an itinerant can understand 
the itinerant work. There are today many employed 
in connection with institutions of learning, not 
from choice but from the call of the ^ church, which 
they. have regarded as‘ imperative, who, if theohurch 
decides their work is nottrulyand legitimately, 
itinerant workjor tBat it is even less so than 
that of the circuit and station would abandon it 
immediately. - ' 

But it will be necessary, -not only that agents 
and professors, but that all the ministers of the 
Oonferenoo- should be active, in order 'to make the 
University what the wealth, the character, tie in- 
terests of the •hurch,nay, what! the education -of 
our children demand it snail be. Indifference on 
the part of our ministers,raarsly letting it a- 
-lone, will .effectually cut off our successilt must 
beoomeAthW^fW•lings -of all our preachers, what it 
is in fact, our UnIversity.As, wherever in the 
chur6h,such Tnstitutions have been built next to 
-the preaching of the gaspel and the ordinarvmeans 
of grace, the -building up of the University jfias 
bean regarded as the great and absorbing inter- 
est of the section both by ministers and people, 
be here. The preachers must become its 




•its agents, oon amare,'rit8 interests -must- be as . 
their oim;\aQd they must be willing to labor and 
Mor.if,ioe ;^r its good-seeking for, it.. patronage, 
influence, ^owment>eharaoier, and rejoicing in se- 
ouring these for 'it as those, that take ’greatspoil 
^wa IS abundantly able to endow her own Univers- 
ity; and .if we se.e eye to eye, and' labor haraoni- 
ously,ina few years. we.may ;boa6t< in that insti- 
tution, our -own Harvard'Or Yale.If the sunrises 
in the east it sets: in the west; .and if llew Eng- 
land boasts in reference to education .the ’dawn 
and the .rising sun, we west of the Mississippi, 
will claim the floods iOf. golden light, the rioh 
forms of reflected 'lustre,-and -the higher glories 
of the setting snn. The time maymot .be distant 
when it will be a most 'pleasing, reminisoenoe, 
.that i have pro®i*ned a student,made- a <donation, 
distributed catalo'guesyor in any wajr contributed 
to the upbuilding ‘Of the Iowa Wssleyan University 
• We rejoice to be permitted to report; that in 
most respects the University is in a high. state 
of prpsperlty-and, considering its age, it is so 
in every respect. Thereare at the present time - 
nearly two hundred students In actual attend- 
anoe; and present appearanoes indicate that the 
next annual catalogue will show a total of at 
least four hundred. It. has graduated’ one young 
man; the present. senior, olass numbers five; there 
are twenty-five students in college classes, and 
.over seventy preparing 'for those classes. W» have 
■never known so rapid progijess made by any instit 
tution,not - even .excepting Harvard, at so early a 
period in its history.^ It is of yesterday, and*, 
yet has attained to much of the, order and •effic- 
iency of. an old institution. Only mne year since 
the charter granted , by the legislature was 'accept 
ed by the board of coporators,and it became -a Un- 
iversity.But though yet, in its non-age it is ex- 
ercising the funotiois of maturity. . * 

. There are many reasons why, the .endowment' should 
be prosecuted vigorously. its present prosperity 
argues its (future greatness, only on tho' suppos- 




ition that we have arrangements perfects d by • 
which we can sustain that prosperity.We regret 
that it has begun to obtain its endowment on 
the scholarship system. This may do to give an 
institution its start, but if it is its. only re- 
liance it will ultim/^ately retard its progress 
and limiit its outgoings. If this syetm is to con- 
tinue, in the judgement of your committee, the 
price of its perpetual scholarships should be 
raised to five hundred dollars, and than when 
a thousand of them have been secured, let th» 
price be fixed at one thousand dollars. Upon 
the present cheap system of scholarships an 
adequate faculty cannot be permanently sustain- 
ed. But the institution should seek' its endow- 
ment by donations and bequests .This will secure 
for it an ample, unembarrassed endowment, giving 
to the University an efficiency it camnot other- 
wise acquire. 

And is such an endowment uniattainable?Do. our 
people demand in the work of endowing a univer- 
sity that they must have a pecuaniary bonsider- 
atio,n?Your committee are not prepared to assert 
to such statements. Yet we fear that the schol- 
arship system is teaching them thosevery erron- 
eous views. Had we the ear of the whole church 
in.iowa we would say, friends of education be 
not sparing in yoiar donations. The institution ' 
is well worthy of your fostering' care and larg- 
est liberality. The distin^ished, talented, pious 
01in,in making his will reckoned the institut- 
ions of the church as his children, and bequeath- 
ed to them as to children. Let the University be 
your legatee. Place your money where, free from 
the danger of being squandered or lost;it will 
bless mankind after you**rest from your labo^s’’, 
and where”your wewai*dhas followed you.**Tha pros« 
parity which the University now enjoys cannot bo 
continued unless its means continue to increase 
with its years. That which is excusable now, such 
as the want of library and apparatus, will ' in a 
few years ‘ deserve and receive the seejt*ost cen- 
sure. Let itsprosent prosperity bo maintained and 



increased. Everywhere welcome -its" agents, and let 
your donations be so increased that their' repcfrfcs 
shall show an unprecedented liberality. 'And soon 
the iowa Wesleyan University will be al'I tha't its 
warmest frind's have desired. 

Your committee would' submit the following res- 
olutions:

aid the Wesleyans in the evangelization of Papal 
Ireland, , 

The moans by which it is proposed to aocorapi^b 
lish this groat object are in substance the fol- 
lowing: 

1st, By general missionaries, who shall be pio- 
neers, preaching everywhere that hearers can be 
obtained, , ’ 

2d,By particular missionaries, established at

3d,By strengthening weak circuits by addition- 
al missionary labors; 

4th, By colporteurs, or "Bible Readers", who go 
from house to house, reading, praying, exho.rting, 
and instructing [the. people, 

5th, By s'oripture’ schools in. the most destitute 
places for the instruction of those who could 
not otherwise be reached or enlightened, 

6th, As a most important auxiliary to those 
means, the establishment of a literary institu- 
tion for the purpose of preserving their youth 
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from prosslyt'ism and seours their services to 
themselves in-the work of evangelization, • 

It is supposed that two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars will be required to place this en- 
terprise on a proper basis ,and render successful 
in the accomplishment 6f the object proposed, Of 
this comparatively small summons hundred thous- 
and dollars at le ast must be raised ^y the- Wes- 
tern Oonfarenoes, 

As this enterprise has been approved by the 
Board of Bishops, by' the General Conference, and 
by those Annual Conferences to which it has 
been, submitted^and -as it is highly worthy the 
patronization of all Protestant Christians, we 
hope the.
